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Important Information About Your Macintosh 


This document provides important information about your computer, System 7.1.2, and the 
application programs that came on your computer. You may want to print this document and 
keep it with your manuals. Most of this information is not in the documentation that came with 
your computer. If you have questions that are not answered in this document, refer to the 
manuals that came with your computer. 


After you finish reading this document, you can close it by clicking the small box at the upper 
left of the document window, by typing Command-Q, or by selecting Quit from the File menu. 


System Software Disks or CD 


Your Macintosh came with either a set of system software disks or a system software CD, 
depending on the configuration you purchased. Since your Macintosh already has this software 
installed on its hard disk, you won't need to use the system software disks or CD unless a 
problem arises with your system software. If you need to reinstall system software, be sure to 
Start with the Install Me First disk (or the Apple Macintosh CD ). For instructions, see the 
information on installing system software in your computer manual. 


Note: The CD contains all the information from all the system software disks (and possibly, some 
additional programs). If you received a system software CD, use your CD in any steps that refer 
to a specific disk mentioned below. 


Disk Tools Disk 


One of the disks in the system software disk set is the Disk Tools disk. This emergency disk 
formats and repairs internal and external hard disks. Don't use the Disk Tools disk during your 
normal computer use, or regularly start up your computer with the Disk Tools disk. (If you do, 
your computer may not operate properly.) 


System Enablers 


The system software on your computer includes a System Enabler file that your computer uses 
when it starts up. If the System Enabler for your model (System Enabler 405) is not present in 
the System Folder, the computer will not start up. If your computer will not start up, follow the 
instructions on reinstalling system software in your computer manual. 


Your Internal Hard Disk and the Internal HD Format Program 


Your computer's internal hard disk is based on IDE (Integrated Device Electronics) technology. 
You can use the Internal HD Format application program included on your Disk Tools disk to 
check your internal IDE hard disk for damage (and to format, or initialize, the disk if you ever 
need to do so). Some utility programs, such as Apple HD SC Setup, will not work with IDE hard 
disks. Before you purchase any hard disk utility program for this computer, make sure it's 
compatible with IDE hard disks. 


Note: If you boot off an external SCSI hard drive and while attempting to reinitialize your 
internal hard drive, receive a message that initialization failed, check to make sure you do not 
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have filesharing turned on. If you do, turn off filesharing and retry the reinitialization. 
TeachText and SimpleText 


Your Macintosh comes with a memo-writing application program called SimpleText. SimpleText 
is an enhanced version of a program called TeachText (which shipped with older computers). 
Among other improvements, SimpleText allows multiple documents to be open simultaneously, 
and it supports use of QuickTime movies, a variety of fonts, font sizes, and font styles. You can 
assume that any references to TeachText also apply to SimpleText. 


CloseView 


You can use the CloseView control panel to magnify a portion of your monitor's display area up 
to 16 times and to invert the colors of the images on your monitor. This control panel was not 
pre-installed on your hard disk, and it does not automatically install if you reinstall your system 
software. The CloseView control panel is included on the Additions disk of your system 
software disk set. To use Close View, locate the icon for the control panel on the Additions disk 
and drag it to your Control Panels folder. 


Note: Close View is not currently compatible with the Apple Video Player application program. 
If you want to view video or TV with Apple Video Player, you'll need to turn off Close View, 
either in the CloseView control panel or by typing Command-Option-O. 


Apple Video Player 


The Apple Video Player application comes pre-installed on your Macintosh. It allows you to 
view and record TV and video if you purchased a Macintosh with a Video In or TV Tuner card 
installed. 


Video viewing and video capture is supported in window sizes of up to 640 x 480 pixels. Note 
that virtual memory should be turned off when capturing video for best results. 


For the highest-quality video and TV viewing, use the standard video window sizes (Smallest, 
Normal, or Largest) in Apple Video Player's Windows menu. If you choose to customize the 
window size (by choosing Other in the Windows menu), the image's resolution will decrease. 
This applies to video capture as well. 


In addition, video resolution is optimized when you view the Apple Video Player video window 
on the monitor connected to the monitor port on your Macintosh. You can drag the video 
window to a secondary monitor (connected to an expansion card), but the image resolution will 
decrease. 

Apple Video Player Hot Key and MacroMedia Director 

The Apple Video Player application program allows you to use a keyboard shortcut, called a "hot 
key," to open and quit the program, and to switch between Apple Video Player and any other 
open programs. However, due to a minor incompatibility problem with MacroMedia Director, 
the Apple Video Player hot key doesn't work when MacroMedia Director is open. 

Apple Video Player Closed Captioning 


If you have a TV tuner card, and live in North America, the Apple Video Player application 
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‘program can display closed captions for TV channels that provide them. However, in order for 
closed captions to be visible, the video window size must be set to Normal Size or greater. Also, 


for best results, networking or printing should not be active when close captioning is 
selected. 


Apple Video Player - Capturing Movies 


Likewise, for best results, networking or printing should not be active when you are recording 
video from either television or an alternate video source. Virtual memory should also be turned 
off when capturing video for best results. 


QuickTime 


The QuickTime system software extension allows you to integrate graphics, sound, video, and 
animation into documents that support QuickTime technology. This extension is already installed 
on your hard drive. 


You do not interact directly with the QuickTime extension. It works behind the scenes as part of 
your system software, providing multimedia features to the application programs that support 
QuickTime. The specific features of QuickTime that are available to you depend on which 
QuickTime features are supported by the program you're using. 


AppleShare Server Software and Virtual Memory 


If you want to use AppleShare to set up your computer for file or printer sharing on a network, 
you need to use AppleShare server software version 4.0.1 or later. 


Note: If you're using AppleShare server software versions 4.0.1 and 4.0.2, be sure to turn off 
Virtual Memory or you may have memory problems. 


MacTCP 


To use MacTCP with System 7.1.2, you need MacTCP version 1.1.2 or greater. If you already 
have MacTCP 1.1 or earlier on your hard disk, you need to remove it from your System Folder 
before you install System 7.1.2. 


Reinstalling CD-ROM and Ethernet Software 


Your Macintosh comes with a number of system software options pre-installed, including 
CD-ROM software, Ethernet software, and AV software. If you reinstall system software using 
the Easy Install option in the system software installer program, only the AV options will be 
installed automatically. 


To reinstall the CD-ROM software: 

¢ If you upgraded your Macintosh to include an internal or external CD-ROM drive, use the 
CD-ROM Setup disk that came with the upgrade. 

¢ If your Macintosh came with the Apple Macintosh CD, reinstall the CD-ROM software with 
that CD. 

¢ Select the installer program and follow the instructions that appear on your screen.

To reinstall the Ethernet software: 

You must reinstall the Ethernet software by using the Custom Install option on your Install Me 
First disk (or Apple Macintosh CD ). For instructions, see the section on installing system 
software in your computer manual. 


You can also use the Network Software Installer (NSI) disk to reinstall Ethernet software. You 
can obtain an NSI upgrade package from an Apple-authorized dealer or on AppleLink. In the 
United States, call (800) 538-9696 for the name of the Apple-authorized dealer nearest you.

Selecting Bernoulli Drives as Startup Disk 


An incompatibility exists that prevents Bernoulli drives from serving as startup disks with your 
Macintosh. While selectable from the Startup Disk control panel, the selection is ignored, and 
the Bernoulli drive is mounted after booting from the internal drive. 


Using Adobe Type Manager With System 7.1.2 
In System 7.1.2, a new folder called “Fonts” stores all screen and printer fonts. Any 
non-PostScript fonts you drag to the System Folder are automatically installed in the Fonts 


folder. If you use Adobe Type Manager and are not seeing smooth type on your screen, you need 
to move the PostScript printer fonts located in the Fonts folder to the Extensions folder. Please 
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contact Adobe to obtain a new version of ATM that will allow you to use the Fonts folder (see 
details below).
